cverv y e a r in Texas, if all 
"ould only 
realize 
the 
of the common cold. 
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Colds, especially a child’s cold, 
should never be neglected. 
But how many times have you 
heard a parent mention that Jun­ 
ior or Susie "have the sniffles” 
but they "seem ed” well enough 
to go to school. 


And what’s more they will con­ 
tinue to go to school as long as 
they’re able to walk, 
and onh 
when they become seriously ill 
does the careless parent call the 
fam ily physician. 


But by that time a good many 
children in J u n i 0 r or Susie’s 
classroom have become exposed, 
thus setting up a chain of sick­ 
ness and time lost from school. 
And with the threat of the As­ 
ian flu hanging over the state, 
the common sense protection of 
keeping a child home when he or 
she is not feeling up to par makes 
more sense than ever. 


A child who is sent to school 
feeling tired, perhaps because of 
inadequate m eals, is handicapp­ 
ed. He not only lacks the aptitude 
for learning, but he is running 
the chance of falling prey to dis­ 
ease germ s. 


A youngster who is allowed to 
go to school suffering from a cold 
or the flu, runs the risk of serious 
com plications. T h e s e troubles 
m ay develop into pneumonia, or 
if his resistance is low, signs of 
tuberculosis may appear. 


However, when a slight illness 
is promptly and properly cared 
for, the child is usually well in a 
day or so. 


The teacher can also be alert to 
notice if a child isn’t feeling well 
Of course, she is not expected to 
diagnose disease, nor is it her 
province to give health ex am in a­ 
tions, but she can recognise the 
com mon signs of pallor, a cold, 
and fever. 


For his own protection and of 
other children in the classroom, 
a sick child should not be allow­ 
ed to stay in school.

Benson, at last the fund to re­ 
build uind and flood damaged 
farmlands will soon be trickl­ 
ing into Texas. 


Jack Bradshaw, acting State 
Administrative Officer for the 
( onservation 
Committee, 
told 
me today that $27,500 has been 
approved in Washington for re­ 
building B o w i e 
County 
soil 
damaged by Red River Floods 
last spring. 


This is not much of the $20 
million approriation, but it is 
"iilv one county and is enough 
to get the work started. Farm ­ 
land damage in Bowie County 
ha> been appraised at $492,923, 
and Mr. 
Bradshaw savs that 
consideration will be given to 
allocation of more funds for 
that county in January. 


Meanwhile, applications from 
Brazos and Kaufman counties 
for these soil rebuilding funds 
are now being processed, and 
other 
Texas 
counties 
should 
soon be receiving this flood and 
wind erosion disaster help. 


Mr 
Bradshaw has asked me 
for a breakdown of the acres of 
Goo I and wind erosion damage 
in each Texas county, and it is 
being prepared. 


I he State 
ASC 
Administra­ 
tor plans to resurvey the entire 


S'ate w ith particular emphasis 
on these areas where consider­ 
able soil damage had been re­ 


ported Thus, farmers and ran­ 


chers will be given new infor­ 
mation for these funds.

pensated by pleasant entertain­ 
ments at the end of my jour­ 


ney; and I recall one in which 
I took part that had no Indians 


or robbers connected 
with 
it, 
like those I have noticed. The 
occasion was a grand ball that 
uas given about the latter part 
of June 1867 in the customhouse 
at Piedras Negras, to celebrate 
the termination of the war that 
closed the reign of the Em peror 
Maximilian of M e x i c o 
All 
foreigners in Eagle Pass W ere 
invited, 
and 
many, 
including 
Thomas B. McManus, Charley 
Groos and myself, were in at­ 
tendance, together with all the 
best people in that part of the 
country. My impression is that 
the news of M axim ilian’s ex­ 
ecution, which 
took 
place on 
the 19th of June, had not been 
received, and the ball was an 
expression of joy on account of 
the restoration of the republic. 


“ M y information with refer­ 
ence to that tragic event was 
acquired, principally, from in­ 
dividuals who 
participated 
in 
the war, and I will relate a few 
facts connected with 
the sub­ 
ject that 
were 
communicated 
by Colonel Morales of the M exi­ 
can army. He s p o k e of the 
great sympathy of the people 
for Maximilian, 
after he was 
condemned to death, and parti­ 
cularly of the manifestation by 
five hundred of the most re­ 
spectable ladies of the City of 
Mexico, who drew up an appeal 
for clemency. Dressed in black 
robes, the long procession pre­ 
sented themselves 
before 
the 
m ilitary tribunal with the peti­ 
tion for the Em peror’s pardon; 
but it was useless; his fate was 
sealed and he was beyond the 
hope of mercy. 


“ He witnessed the execution 
of Maximilian, Mejia and Mir- 
amon. and his relation of the 
facts 
was 
v e r y 
impressive. 
They were taken to a hill out­ 
side of the city 
of 
Queritaro 
by platoons of soldiers 
t h a t 
were detailed to execute them. 
When drawn up in line M axi­ 
milian advanced and 
present­ 
ed each of th" firing party a 
doubloon, with the request that 
they would take good aim until 
he gave them the signal to fire 
by removing his hand from his 
breast. After resuming his posi­ 
tion he eulogized his generals 
and resigned to them the honor

of dying fir.-d. After they fell he 
calm ly 
confronted 
the 
death 
that awaited him an d met it 
with a fearlessness that became 
him. In after years I saw the 
spot in the Cathedral of Mexico 
where the Em peror 
and 
E m ­ 
press stood in all their pride 
and glory when crowned, and, 
as 1 thought of their sad fate I 
could see the chapel that marks 
the place where he and his gen­ 
erals were executed, 


“ Generals Mejia 
and 
Mira- 
mon were gallant and 
compe­ 
tent officers in whom the E m ­ 
peror placed im plicit confiden­ 
ce and they proved themselves 
worthy of his trust, but another, 
in 
whom 
he 
confided 
to an 
equal 
extent, 
betrayed 
him. 
The "foreign legion” , to whom 
was entrusted the duty of sus­ 
taining his throne, was com­ 
posed of crim inals taken from 
the prisons of Europe with the 
design of getting rid of them 
and were utterly unreliable as 
soldiers. I was told by respon- 
cib!c Mexican officers of both 
armies that the legion was a 
band of robbers who plundered 
indiscriminately and 
that 
the 
regulars of the 
French 
arm y 
would have nothing to do with 
them. All the facts sho w that 
Maximilian was the victim of a 
conspiracy and his fate was re­ 
gretted all 
over 
the 
civilized 
world 


“ I only met 
with nno 
anri- 


dent 
d u r i n g 
the 
eighteen 
months of travel while conduct­ 
ing my mail route, 
and 
that 
was not serious. It happened at 
Chichon, where I 
stopped for 


dinner with 
niy t h r e e pas­ 


sengers, and to c h a n g e my 
team. I had agreed to break a 
pair of wild mules 
for 
Dow- 
ingo, the ranchman, and had 
been working them 
for about 
three months fro mone station 
to the next, 
but every time 
they would 
try 
to run 
away, 
though I always got the best of 
them by allowing them to run 
after getting them in the road, 
until they t i r e d 
themselves 
down. I had them hitched up on 
this trip, and a man held them 
until we were all seated in the 
ambulance. 
When 
he 
turned 
loose the unmanagonV ■ brutes, 
they headed 
for 
a 
high 
and 
strongly built picket I 
ice, and 
before I could turn ’h- m, the 
hack came in violent 
collision 
with the posts. In m 
•Hforts to 


hold them I was badly hurt by 
being pulled from the seat, and 
as the vehicle was smashed, it 
was necessary to procure an­ 
other 
conveyance 
before 
we 
could p r o c e e d . The nearest 
place where one could be had 
was Eagle Pass, but as the In ­ 
dians were raiding in that part 
of the country, no one at the 
station 
would 
undertake 
the 
chances of making the ride for 
love or money. 


“ When 
troubles 
accumulate 
to a 
certain 
point 
something 
generally happens 
t h a t 
im ­ 
proves the situation, and in our 
case the emergency 
was 
met 
by Henry Shane, 
a friend of 
mine, who lived in that vicinity. 
His offer of assistance was ac­ 
cepted and he s t a r t e d for 
Eagle Pass about one o’clock 
on his 
favorite 
saddle horse. 
The distance 
of 
twenty-seven 
miles was ridden and the re­ 
turn trip 
with 
an 
ambulance 
and two horses, that he got 
from Albert Tuerpe, was made 
in about ele\rcn hours. Im m edi 
ately after his arrival we hitch­ 
ed up the same wild 
mules, 
and without further mishap ar­ 
rived at Eagle Pass about day­ 
light. I started back the same 
morning, in the borrowed ve­ 
hicle, about eight 
o’clock, 
as 
usual, and after driving fifteen 
miles I met Mr. Shane with the 
broken ambulance, driving the 
horses he had gotten from A l­ 
bert Tuerpe. He had added to 
my obligations by following me 
with it, and it was taken to the 
government post, at Fort Dun­ 
can which had been established 
a short time before, 
where it 
was repaired in the shop there, 
in 
a 
most 
suitable 
manner, 
without one cent of charges. 


“ The following week when I 
returned from 
San 
Antonio 
I 
met Mr. Shane and asked him 


what 1 owed him for his ser 
vices and trouble, but he dis 
posed of the subject by saying. 
“ Nothing, I was very glad that 
I was able to help you when 
you w'erc in need” . His genero­ 
sity had 
b e e n displayed by- 
traveling fifty-four miles over a 
dangerous road at the risk of 
his life when no one else would 
take the chances. He had left 
his horse in Eagle Pass and as­ 
sumed the responsibility of tak­ 
ing the conveyance through and 
his return, making a total dis­ 
tance of one hundred and eight 
miles, together with all the in­ 
cidental troubles and expenses 
attached, 
all on 
my account 
and with no expectation of re 
ward.

It no longer needs to be a mill- 
if.v secret that we had ample 
warning of this as far back as 
BHB I can now report from per­ 
sonal knowledge that story for 
publication. 
It is a shocking story that lays 
bare the .smug complacency that 
lulled us into a false and danger- 
ous sense of unwarranted Becurl 
ty. 


Ibis is the Story. Names are 
withheld to protect, even now, 
those who took part in one of the 
most daring and successful es­ 
pionage efforts of our time. 
Shortie after the end of World 
War II a well-known manufac­ 
turer of planes for our military 
went to Germany to talk with 
some of the scientists who had 
worked on jct planes and missiles 
for Hitler. 
Two of Germany’s best scien­ 
tists in that field returned with 
him to work on the development 
of similar projects in this coun­ 
try. There was no question, after 
two years, of their loyalty to 
America. 
They volunteered to go behind 
the Iron Curtain to find out what 
Russia was doing. Our officials 
knew and approved of the plan. 
The two returned to Germany 
and soon were “imported” by 
Russia to work with other Ger­ 
man and Russian scientists. 
The fact that they had worked 
in the United States was not 
known to the Russians. For six 
months they probed the secrets 
of R u s s i a n progress in the 
science of military weapon deve­ 
lopment. 
Then, one day in 1948, they 
slipped back into Berlin. A friend, 
not knowing of their work in Rus­ 
sia, jokingly remarked to them 
that he had heard that Russian 
agents were looking for two “es­ 
caped German scientists.” 


Could they, he asked, be you? 
It could, they conceded. So, w ith­ 
out going back to their hotel, they 
headed directly for the airport 
and were whisked out of G er­ 
many and back to the United 
States. 


Their report was the most com 
prehensive and reliable we had 
had from back of the Iron Cur­ 
tain. It included a statem ent that, 
even then, Russia had jet planes 
that were much faster than ours. 
I mentioned this in a news letter 
to business friends in 1948. They 
scoffed at the idea. It was ab­ 
surd, they argued, to believe that 
a nation dominated by Commun­ 
ists could match the unfettered 
genius of scientists under our de­ 
mocratic, free enterprise system. 


And so the report went unheed­ 
ed. The two scientists went back 
to work for the U.S. aviation 
firm. Then, three years later, 
Chinese pilots in Russian Migs 
demonstrated in Korea that Rus­ 
sia did have faster jets than we. 


Later, President Truman an­ 
nounced that it would take Rus­ 
sia two years to perfect an atomic 
bomb, but a few weeks later Rus­ 
sia exploded one. Now come the 
5000 mile Inter-Continental 
Bal­ 
listic Missile followed by Sputnik. 
It does not pay to underestim ate 
one’s enemy. 


Now that we have been shaken 
out of some of our complacency, 
isn’t it time for a crash program 
in an effort to catch up?
